Gang, 

Well, the magnetically-complex (delta) regions of the sun pointed out 
yesterday produced the most solar activity today yet this solar cycle. 
While no grand daddy X-class flare occured, 7 M-class flares occured. 
This elevated the solar flux from right at 200 to 233 today alone. 

With 7 major flares, this means alot of solar mass was flung into space, 
and some of it is bound to smack into the Earth in about 3 days. The 
shock wave of 2 flares was measured at 900 km/second, well above the 
sun's escape velocity of about 600 km/sec. That's a bunch of particles 
coming our way quite fast. I would expect late thursday and friday to 
be very rough days on HF with at least MINOR geomagnetic storming to 
occur, if not more severe. 


There were 6 hours today with the K index at 4, or a minor geomagnetic 
storm. This was caused by a CME from a flare this past weekend. The 
effects of this are largely over, so conditions should be about normal 
tonight and until the shock wave of todays activity starts hitting us 
thursday. 


An interesting note, is how much of this exciting activity today was 
missed by the satellites that normally observe the solar activity, such 
as the LASCO and SOHO instruments. This is because they have been 
buttoned up, hatches closed, and instruments covered in preparation for 
the Leonid meteor belt we'll be passing through next two days. Bummer! 


(I'll post something on that later, for those so interested). 


Tomorrow, the sun should be about as active, as these active regions 
producing this activity have yet to show any significant decline. So 
tomorrow could bring another flurry of M-class flares, possibly a 

proton flare (more on that tomorrow), and still the chance of a major 
X-class flare. All this flare activity doesn't really effect us much 
while it is going on, but it will effect us some 50 hours later when the 
shock wave of these flares hits the earth. This is not meant to 
discourage anyone from getting on the air, but to demonstrate the physics 
of this solar activity, and be forewarned thursday and onward could see 
some major geomagnetic storming. Loosely translated, that means the 
higher bands will be good for QSO's during the day, but the lower bands 
at night will likely be awful. 


For those interested in keeping an eye on the progress of the current 
active sun, look at: www.sel.noaa/today.html 


This NOAA site has gobs of information. Scroll down their "Today's 

Space Weather" page a bit and you will come to several charts. One is 

the X-ray energy as detected by the 2 GOES satellites, and you can clearly 
see all the flare activity today. Beneath that is the K-index, measured 
every three hours. Yellow bars signify ACTIVE geomagnetic conditions, 
while RED (K>5) is major to severe storming. 


Another nice site is www.dxlc.com 


This has nice charts showing the past 3 months of solar flux, sunspot 
numbers and the A-index. On another page is the 3 month plot of the 
solar wind speed (velocity) and density. These are updated daily, and 
often the text of current conditions are updated more frequently when 
things are happening.

Hi friends, 


I could use some help with a mic amp IC. It a 10 pin can like a TO5 made by 
Amperex TAA970. The schematic is drawn as a long triangle sort of like an op 
amp but I can't really tell. Works with +5 to 12V. on the same pin as the 
audio output which is taken through a .22 mfd cap. 


The problem is that the gain is too high and I would like to reduce it. 
Also, it takes 15 ma regardless of the drive and I would like to reduce that 
too ! Before I go playing around I wondered if anyone had any ideas. My 
first guess is to vary the "input" resistor on the +5 volts. maybe increase 
it from 270 to 1K. However, the IC seems to stop working below 4 volts. I 
wonder if that resistor will reduce current without affecting voltage much. 
No such thing? 


There seems to be a feedback cap (.22) from pin 6 to 9Yand 10. Perhaps I 
could reduce that to .1 - If anyone is interested I could draw the 
schematic. 


I do appreciate whatever help I get on this. Thanks.

Just about any of the National Semiconductor LMX series, for 
applications requiring tuning. The Motorola MC145XXX series has a 
few that are very convenient for fixed-frequency oscillators.

> Why do you recommend a given chip?

The National Semiconductor devices have lower refence spurs, the 
result of their having added an extra gate stage after the phase detector. 
They go well up into the microwave frequencies (>1GHz) without having to 
add an external prescalar. They're also easily programmed with just a 
3-wire interface. They come surface-mount only. National has recently 
introduced some frational-N PLL devices, but I have not had the 


opportunity to use one yet. 


Philips has some devices, including some fractional-N stuff, but I 
have no experience with their product line at all. I'd use National first 
as I'm quite pleased with their product line. 


The Motorola pin-programmable devices (MC145106, MC145151, and 
MC145152) are convenient for fixed-frequency oscillators. The MC145106 
is limited to 4MHz max, and should probably not be used above 2MHz. The 
MC145151 is single-modulus and can be used as-is up to 15MHz. The 
MC145152 is dual-modulus and requires an external dual-modulus divider. 
All three are available as either through-hole or surface mount.

The 24mHz band has been open recently and I made afew 
contacts. The antenna I'm useing is only an inverted 
Vee dipole at 20'. Not too shabby really, as I made 
some DX contacts with mW's. 


But the mind wonderers if I could do any better if i 
hung up a "Tree Quad" in lower branches. 


Got the string up as high as I could get them for 
reflector top branch, and driven element top branch. 
Next I measured and cut some old telephone house wire 
for each element. Tied one end to the string and both 
elements were soon hanging roughly in place. 


Very roughly! Hi hi! I had the elements separated abt 
5 or 6 £t. And the quads shapes were anything but four 
sided! More like distorted pizza quads! Hi hi ! 


Useing a long stick with a nail, & strings I got the 
two elements pulled on each side. Doing this made a 
better delta shape. And got each element more or less 
"in line" with each other. 


Took me some head scratchin this AM but I got both 
elements tuned up for 1.5 SWR. The top of the deltas 
are up around 15-16ft. And the lowest is 8 or 9ft off 
the ground. 


I aimed to the NE for Euro DX in 12M. Now I can see 
how my inverted Vee at 20ft compaires to the tree 
quad. 


It will be fun to see how well it works off the back 
of this little beam to the SW. 


There's a page at my website on "Tree Quads". Plus my 
half square, with inverted Vee's attached. 


When I learn more abt this 12M tree quad, I'll post a 
follow up.

The MC145152 with the dual modulus chip is extremely easy to work 


with, having 16 bit input. It's used as the basis for the Ramsey FM 
kits, and go many 10's of mhz wide, although in the Ramsey a 

practical limit is usually 20MHz. (I haven't really played with mine to 
see how far I can reliably push it.) 


You can directly drive the divider with a uC, or play games with EPROMS 
to drive it with the data outs.

THE SUN/PROPAGATION. 

Todays M7 flare was geoeffective, meaning the resulting coronal mass 
ejection (CME) will impact the earth, likely late on friday. This will 
undoubtedly trigger at least a minor geomagnetic storm, and more likely 
a major to severe storm. This will cause band conditions on 20M and 
below to be pretty rocky over the weekend with extreme noise levels and 
bursty static crashes. 


On the good side, it has elevated the solar flux, an extra dose of 
ionizing radiation, making the E and F layers very reflective. The MUF 
is currently 40MHz over much of North America. So 20 through 10M should 
be hopping. (I hear plenty of signals on 10M right now, but no time to 
QSO ... shucks!). 


THE LEONIDS. 

The Leonid Meteor shower is the result of the earth plowing through the 
debris field from the Swift-Tuttle comet. As a comet comes through our 
solar system and begins to be heated by our sun, it begins to shed lots 
of debris. This debris, mostly small chunks of ice, is illuminated by 
our sun, forming the "tail" of the comet. This tail of debris remains 
suspended in space for eons, and is relenished every time the comet makes 
a return trip. In the case of the Swift-Tuttle comet, it comes along 
every 33 years. However, the comet does not always cross the earths 

path with the same exact trajectory ... it can be a bit ahead of the 
original path, or perhaps a bit above or below the plane of the earths 
orbit. Furthermore, the earth itself does not circle the sun on the 
exact path year after year. Therefore, some years the earth will plow 
through the center of the comet's debris field for a spectacular meteor 
shower, and other years sorta of skim it, for an anemic display. And 
predicting when a good year or bad year will occur is nearly impossible, 
Since these pieces of debris are smaller than what can be detected by 
instruments. In other words, we don't know exactly where the core of the 
debris field is located. 


Of the various methods used to estimate when we will plow through the 
thickest part of the debris field, most indicated that last year and/or 
this year will be the highest probability. 


For this Leonids, it is ESTIMATED the peak activity will occur on 
November 18 between 0200-0400 UTC. Since the best display is where the 
earth goes through the debris between midnight and local sunrise, this 
indicated the best displays will be along Europe and Africa. But, this 
is not exact science, as we could encounter the debris field earlier or 
later than expected, and where we go through it could be narrower or 
wider than expected. 


Since last night was a dud, means we haven't gone through the debris 
field yet. So it *will*x be sometime tonight. If we hit it when 
predicted (02-04Z), then that will be early evening on the east coast 
of the US, a shortly after sundown farther to the west. If it persists 
for 6-8 hours, then it xcould* produce a nice meteor shower for much of 
the evening. 


So the moral of the story is this evening is the ideal time to look for 
enhanced meteor activity. It could be a few extra meteorites over normal, 
or perhaps a period of tremendous activity. So you'll have to take your 


chances, as usual with these sorts of things, as to whether or not there 
will be a spectacular display. Many people are predicting a very heavy 
meteor shower this evening, but they did last year as well :-( 


If you have the means to observe the skies tonight from a fairly dark 
location, it might be worth it. But please don't pack up the kids and 
drive 50 miles into the country because I say so. You must take your 
chances like the rest of us. 


But ... this year xdoesx coincide with the 33-year cycle of above normal 
meteor counts ... statistically at least. 


If nothing else, listen to a distant FM station and see if you notice 
the signal strength suddenly improving for 10-20 seconds now and again. 
If so, meteorites are entering and causing brief periods of ionizations 
(meteor scatter propagation ... and effect around 50MHz and above).
